The petition, circulating in the 
garment marnet, supports amend- 
ments “to provide retirement ben- 
efits to elizible workers at the age 
of 50 who hecome totally and per- 
manently 4 ibled and to women 
at 62 instead of 65, to continue 
benefits for totally disabled chil- 
dren over 16 and to extend cover- 
age of social security.” 

The House has alre ady ap- 
proved a bill (HLH. 7225) adding 
these amendments to the nation’s 
present social security law, 

About 50 have 
been oftered tn the senate, and 
a prolonged debate is expected. 
Senate Majority leader Lyndon 
Johnson has indicated the social 
security bills would probably come 
to the floor this week.

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SNEAK ATTACK ON LIBERTY 


AN OUTRAGEOUS BILL doubling the maximum 
penalties under the Smith Act has been sneaked through 
the House and Senate and is now before President Ejisen- 
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hower. 

Top punishment under this vicious thought control] 
law, which strangles the letter and spirit of the U. S, Con- 
stitution and Bill of Rights, would be raised to 20 years in 
prison and $20,000 fine. 

This is indeed an example which confirms the Amer- 
ican motto that, “Eternal vigilance is the price of liberty.” 
One would think such a measure, coming at a time when 
the cold war is ending and McCarthyism is on the de- 
fensive, would be subject to considerable publicity, open 
hearings, public debate and controversy. Instead, this 
shameful bill was allowed to move through Congress in 
ihe most routine manner, 

“We must insist that Congress repeal the Smith Act 

So declared the recent convention of the Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers, AFL-CIO, pointing out that “the strug- 
gle to maintain freedom is a never-ending one.” 

Congress acted cynically in disregard of such increas- 
ingly widespread Jabor sentiments, pretty much as if tries

Hartley 
oLMininuim wage, 

Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt and other prominent Amer- 
Jeans, anti-Communist as they are, appealed publi¢ly for 
amnesty for all Smith Act political prisoners and a halt to 
further prosecutions. Despite this, the GOP-Dixiecrat dom- 
mated Congress went right ahead to worsen an already 
bad Smith Act. 

Strangely enough, our Congress takes such a back- 
ward move at a time when the socialist nations in Kurope, 
under the impact of public opinion, are taking meastires to 
strengthen democracy and to reduce penalties. This con- 
trast will not go unnoticed in these di ivs. of peaceful com- 
petition for a better life.
